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UNIT HISTORY 
2ND MEDICAL BATTALION 


The 2d Medical battalion can trace its origin directly from the School of Instruction, 
Hospital Corps, Washington Barracks, 0.C., which was organized in 1894, since that tim 
it has beeh redesignated and reorganized and renamed several times, 


From 1894 to 1904, the organization remained at Washington barracks, D.C. In October 
1906, the Company joined the Cuban Expeditionary Srigade and in November 1908 it returne 
to the United States, and was stationed at Fort Da Russell, Wyoming. 


in March, 1911 the Company was organized and redesignated Fiela Hospital Company Nr 1 
and Awbulance Company. In June 1916, both units were transferred to Fort bliss, Texas 
‘ where they remained until November 1917. In November 1917, Field Hospital ana Ambulance 
Company sailed as a part of the 2d Sanitary Train; they landed at St. Nazaire, France, 
and joined the 2d Infantry Division at Bourmont. 


The 2a Sanitary Train served with the 2d Infantry Division in France until the signing 
of the Armistice; it remained the Army of Occupation at kngers, Germany. It returnea 
to the Unitea States to Camp Travis, Texas, closing elements August 1919, 


For its service in France during WW I, the 2d Sanitary Train was awarded these streamers: 
"Loraine, Aisne, Ile de France, Aisne-Marne, Saint Mihiel, Meuse-Argenne." 


In 1921, the 2d Sanitary Train was reorganized the 2d Medical Regiment. In 1939, the 
2d Medical Kegiment was reorganized and renamed 2d Medical Battalion. Organizational — 
Day now falls on 10 October , because the Battalion was originated on this day in 1939. 


The Battalion was stationed at Fort Sam Houston, Texas in 194]. War was declared and 
the unit recieved extensive training at Camp McCoy, Wisconsin, until October 1943. Then 
went overseas, it arrived in Belfast, Ireland, 17 April 1944, then to Camp Penally, 
wales, on 19 April 1944. 


On 7 June 1944, Companies A and © landed on Qnaha Beach, then Co B on 9 June and Hq & 
Hq Detachment on the llth, The Battalion participated in 24 battles in the European 
Campaign: "Normandy, Northern France, Rhineland, Ardennes~Alsaco, Central Europe." 
The battalion also won or was awarded the Belgian Fourracere. 


The end of the war found the Battalion at Pilsen, Czech, ‘The unit returned to the 
United states July 1945, reassembling at Camp Swift, Texas, moving to Fort Lewis, 
Washington in April 1946. On 13 May 1948, Co B (Prev), was activated to the Third 
Task Force (Prev), until it disbanded in October 1948, On Cctober 15th the unit was 
again reorganized: Co A was redesignated as Ambulance Company, Co B was Gisbanded, 
vo © was redesignated Medical Detachment, hq, edgInfantry Division, Hq & Kq Detach- 
ment became Hq & Hq Company, - 
In July 1950, the unit was sent to the Far East Command. The first elements landed 
at Pusan, Korea, 31 vuly 1950. ‘The Battalion participated in the noreah Conflict 
throughout 1450, 1951, 1y52, 1953, and the early part of 1954. it is entitled to 
battle honors from the Koréan Conflict: "UN Defensive, UN Offensive, OOF Intervention, 
First UN Counteroffensive, UN Summer-Fall Offensive, Second Korean Winter, Korean 
Suumer—Feall 1952, Third Korean Winter, Korean Summer-Fall 1953." 


The unit returned to the United States in August 1954 ana was again stationed at Fort 
Lewis, Washington, until 16 December 1957 when transferred to Department of Army con- 
trol pending reorganization. It was reorganized in 1958 using the men and equipment 
f the deactivated 10th Infantry Division. 


suly 1965 found the 2d Medical Battalion was transferred less personnel and equipment 
to Korea to support the 2d Infantry Division along the DMZ.
